(57) Scope of Utility Model Registration Claims 

Wooden flooring for floor heating use which is comprised of rectangular wxMxIen flooring pro\ided with 
grooves on erne end along the longer dimension and on one side along the shorter dimension and provided \^'ith 
tongues on the other end along the longer dimension and on the other side along the shorter dimensi<m, said wooden 
flooring also being provided with chamfering which extends over the entire circumference along the upper edge, and 
being provided with explored portions at least on the top surface of the tongue at the end along the longer dimension. 

Simple Explanation of the Diagrams 

Figure la is a cros5->sectional view along the short dimension of one embodiment of the present flooring for 
floor heating device* Figure lb is a cross-sectional view along the long dimension of the same as above, Figure 2 is a 
cross-sectional view where the flooring sections have been joined together, Figure 3a is a cross-sectional view along 
die shofter dimension of the flooring for floor heating use from Uic prior art. Figure 3b is a cross-sectional view of 
the same as above along the longer dimension, Figure 3c is a cross-sectional view of the same as above where the 
flooring sections have been joined, and where 1 refers to tlie wooden flooring, 2 refers to the groove, 3 refers to the 
tongue, 4 refers to the diamfering, and 5 refers to the colored portions
